— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (2) of section 12 of the National Cadet Corps Act, 1948 (31 of 1948) 
read with sub-rule (2) of rule 42 of the National Cadet Corps Rules, 1948, the 
Central Government hereby appoints Lt. Col. J. N. Ghose, Commander No. 4 
Circle Cadot Corps, to be a member of the State Advisory Committee of the 
National Cadet Corps for the State of West Bengal and makes the following 
further amendment in the notification of the Government of India in the Min. of 
Def.

8.R..O. 206, dated the 19th May, 1958. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to Article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby directs that 
the following further amendments shall be made in the General Provident Fund 
(Defence Services) Rules, as amended from time to time:— 

1. In Rule 4, the words and figures "as is classed above Class IV within tha 
meaning of the rules regulating such service” shall be omitted. 

2. In Rule 6 — 

(a) Sub-rule (ii) shall be omilted and Sub-rule (iii) be renumbered as 

Sub-rule (ii). 

(b) In Sub-rule (11) as so renumbered, the words, brackets and figures "or 

If he ceases to subscribe under Sub-rule (11)” shall be omitted. 

3. In Sub-rule (5) of Rule 7, — 

(i) For clause (a) the following shall be substituted— 

“(a) In respect of any specified nominee, that in the event of his pre- 
deceasing the subscriber, the right conferred upon that nominee 
shall pass to such other person or persons as may be specified in 
the nomination, provided that 'such other person or persons shall, 
if the subscriber has other members of his family, be such other 
member or members.” 

(II) In clause (b), the following further proviso shall be added — 

"Provided further that if at the time of making the nomination the 
subscriber has only one member of the family, he shall provide in 
the nomination that the right conferred upon the alternate nominee 
under clause (a) shall become invalid in the event of his subse- 
quently acquiring other member or members in his family.” 

4 In clause (b) of sub-rule (1) of Rule 10, the words and brackets “(i.e. one 

anna in the rupee)” and "(i.e. 2J annas in the rupee)” shall be emitted. 

5. In clause (iv) of sub-rule (2) of Rule 13, for the words “eight annas”, the 

words "fifty naya paise" shall be substituted. 

6. In Rule 15, for the words “by instalments or otherwise” occurring in sub-rule 
(5), the words "in a lump sum or in monthly Instalments not exceeding twelve” 
shall be substituted. 

7. In clause (a) of sub-rule (1) of Rule 20, sub-clause (1) of clause (d) of sub- 
rule (1) of Rule 22, clause (i) of sub-rule (2) of Rule 22, and clause (i) of sub-rule 
(1) of Rule 23, for the words, “Third Schedule”, “Fourth Schedule”, “Fourth 
Schedule”, and “Fifth Schedule”, the words, “Second Schedule”, "Third Schedule”, 
"Third Schedule”, and “Fourth Schedule”, respectively shall be substituted, 

8. In the first Schedule, for the last column in the forms of nomination, the 
following shall be substituted; — 

"Name, address and relationship of the person or persons, if any, to whom 
the right of the nominee shall pass in the event of his predeceasing 
the subscriber or on the happening of the contingency or contingen- 
cies specified in the previous column”. 
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9. In FirsL Schedule (Rule 7) add the following note to all the form 3 of 
nomination provided therein: — 

Note. — A subscriber who cannot sign his name shall affix his thumb and 
Anger Impressions and in that case the two witnesses attesting the 
form shall be permanent employees employed In the same office. 

10. In the third Schedule, in Form (1), for the word “and" occurring after the 
words “having been paid", the expression "and/or” shall be substituted. 

11. In Appendix ‘B’, renumber clause (3) as clause (4) and add the following 
as clause (3), — 

“In respect of any person serving In connection with the affairs of a State, 
who is entitled to subscribe to the Fund by or under any law made 
in this behalf, the authority competent to grant an advance for which 
special reasons are not required under clause (c) of Rule 14(i), as 
well as for the grant of an advance for which special reasons are 
required under clause (c) of Rule 14(i), shall be the State Govern 
ment.”

19241, the Central Government hereby makes the following further amendment 
In the Military Lands and Cantonments Service (Class I and Class II) Rules, 1951, 
the same having been previously published as required by sub-section ( 1 ) of the 
said section, namely: — 

In sub-rule (a) of rule 5 of the said Rules, for the penultimate sentence, the 
following sentence shall be substituted, namely: — 

“The percentages for direct recruitment and promotion which were Axed 
at 60 2/3 per cent and 33 1/3 per cent respectively for a period of 
three years from the 17th February, 1954, will continue to be so for a 
further period of three years from the 17th February, 1957."
